6. (Currently Amended) A prot e in consisting of a compound as claimed in claim 1 , 
wherein said peptide is coupled to a carrier protein , and wherein the coupling to the carrier 
protein is by one of the following means: chemically coupling said peptide to said carrier 
protein; or by the addition of a DNA coding sequence of said peptide before or after a DNA 
coding sequence of said carrier protein and expressing and purifying the resulting fusion protein .
